TD Eſides, to the Entries of Silks wrought up here, may be added the great Revenue that comes to the KING, by Dying Stuff imported, 
which amounts the ſame year to 1 zl. 67. 84. a great Aan whereof is uſed in the Dying of the Silks here tl 

It is worthy Obſervation, that the wrought Silks imported are doubly rated to the Silks that are manufaRured here; ſo that there hath 
been entred at the Port of London, of 5 Silks 20101. weight leſs than one fourth part of the Silks wrought here. 

Now the FRENCH MERCHANTS ſay, that we make not ſo many as they import, and it is too true; becaule we are prevented by their 
unfair Dealing: nay tis verily believed, and by ſome of themſelves confeſſed, that we make not one ſixth part of the Silks that are worn in 
theſe Nations; but ſuppoſe there were one third part made here, how greatly then is the KING wronged, and his Subjects, the Handi- 
crafts men, diſcouraged, when inſtead of accompting at the Cuſtom-houſe tor 600001. per ann. and upwards, they pay but little more than 
5 000. Sublidy ? for the Additional Duty is not to be accompted in this Calculation. ED 

From hence it appears, that the FRENCH MBRCHANTS are greatly miſtaken in their Grounds of the Ex TIsAu WaavaRs Diſcou- 
ragement in their Trade; for certainly 5 5 c00/. per ann. and upwards,with the Additional Duty added to * Cuſtoms, will enable 
them to carry on their Trade, and conſequently incourage a Forreign Intereſt when the EN IIA ARTISTS mult (ic ſtill, although as good, 


if not better Workmen than the FRENCH, as may be proved if occalion offers. 
But to take particular Notice of the FRN Manu actures of Silks imported, if the Merchants and Traders therein be obſerved, they will 


be found to be moſt guilty of the occaſion of the WaaveRs Complaint by their Bill; Therefore here follows a true Accompt of what they 


have entred at London and other Ports, from Michaelmas 1668, to Ditto 1669.

It is nc conjectured, that the FReN cu MERCHANTS Trade for at leaſt double the Quantity in Silks more than the Natives, and 
yet they enter not one ninth part in weight of Silk ro what the EN lis do, nor pay little more than one third in Subſidy to the King, ſo that 
_ they make a true Entry, whereas they pay 346 3 l. they ought to pay 62 3344. per annum; ſo that they pay ſhorr of their Duties in Sub- 
idy 588711. Eats 1 
But if 8 object, that a part of this Silk is wrought up in Ribbons, Laces, & c. _ that may be ſet the vaſt Quantities of 
their Ribbons, Laces, Cc. which are imported without paying any Duty, becauſe prohibited: And beſides allow them to take off 
one half, for the Manufactures of Ribbons:, and Laces made here, which is the moſt they can reaſonably do; yet notwithſtanding they 
anſwer not their Duty by 294351 10 5. per ax. in Sublidy, beſides a Moiety thereof for Additional Duty. 
It is obſervable, that far greater Quantities of French Silks are vended in theſe Nations than of Italian Silks, and yet enter not ſo much in 
Weight : neither do the Italian Silks ſo much pw the Native Artiſts, becauſe few or none of thoſe kinds, or ſorts, of Silks 
are here manufactured: But by the frequent Importation of French Silks and Stuffs(which are chief 
ities ) the EnglsſhArtifts are greatly diicouraged, as from others, ſo eſpecially from the making of Faſhionable figured Silks and Stuffs, 
in which they are ſufficiently skilful, and moſt inclinable to: therefore the Diſcountenance of the French Silks and Stufts is chiefly aimed ac
